IT is generous of Martin Rees to 
call his new series about life, 
the universe and everything 
WHAT WE STILL DON’T KNOW 
(Sunday, C4). 

Compared to the rest of us, 
there is little Mr Rees doesn’t 
know. Actually, he is Sir Martin, 
although he modestly doesn’t tell 
us that, and he is the Astronomer 
Royal. No, that doesn’t mean he 
prepares horoscopes for the 
Queen, but it does mean he has a 
brain the size of the cosmos. 

The good news for us humbler 
humanoids is that he is very good 
at explaining difficult stuff, such 
as the question of life in the rest 
of the universe. Apparently it is 
quite likely we may discover

signs of it in the next decade or 
so, and here’s why. 

There are 400 billion stars in 
our galaxy, and there are billions 
of galaxies. One in 10 stars have 
planets orbiting them (just as 
Earth orbits the Sun), and one in 
10 of those are in “habitable 
zones” — the right distance from 
the star so that water neither 
boils nor freezes. 


That means there are 4 billion 
Earth-like planets in our galaxy 
alone where life could exist. That 
doesn’t mean it does, however high 
the odds seem. Some people believe 
that life is the product of a freak 
set of circumstances, with less 
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chance of repeating themselves 
on Planet Tharg as I have of 
winning Saturday’s Lotto. 

But life may be less random than 
we think. Even though evolution 
looks like a crazy free-for-all, 
responsible for everything from 
pond life to Natalie Appleton, 
biologists think it is governed by 
rules that may be universal. 

For example did you know that 
shrews, which live for a year, have 
the same number of heartbeats 
in their lives as whales, which 
live for a century? (Although you 
do wonder who counts them.) 

This is smart telly at its best 
and it has the fantastic effect of 
making you think you know as 
much as Sir Martin.
